SENDING PRACTICE 


BASIC DRILLS and EXERCISES 
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STEPS IN ADJUSTING THE HAND KEY. 


Loosen lock=-nut on SPACE ADJUSTING SCREW and turn screw 
counter-clockwise, so that approximately one-quarter 
inch space shows between the CONTACTS. 


Loosen lock=nut on SPRING TENSION SCREW and turn screw 
counter-clockwise until all spring tension is released. 


Adjust TRUNNION SCREWS until contacts are aligned evenly. 
The key lever should move up and down freely if the correct 
amount of SIDE=PLAY has been allowed. TIGHTEN LOCK-NUTS. 


‘Screw down the space adjusting screw until the space or gap 
BETWEEN THE CONTACTS approximates the thickness of four 
sheets of paper. TIGHTEN LOCK-NUT. 


Turn the spring tension screw until enough is exerted tosuit the 
individual need. TIGHTEN LOCK-NUT.

CORRECT SENDING POSITION. 


The elbow rests ON the table. 

There is space UNDER the forearm and wrist. 

All fingers should be curved and flexible. 

The first and second finger tips rest ON TOP of the key 
button, SLIGHTLY OVER-LAPPING the back edge. The first 


or forefinger slightly to LEFT of key lever and the 
second or middle finger slightly to RIGHT of key lever. 


The thumb should be resting LIGHTLY against the side of 
key button, acting as a pivot for the action of the wrist. 


The third and fourth fingers curl naturally UNDER the palm 
of the hand. 


Press DOWN lightly on the key, using a straight DOWNWARD 
motion of the forearm for EACH element of EACH character. 


The elbow stays in place and the WRIST acts as a hinge. 
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COMMON FAULTS WHEN LEARNING TOS END. 


IMPROPER adjustment of the keye 


Elbow not resting on the tables 


Finger-sending. That is, using the fingers to make dits instead of 
using the mscles of the forearme 


Mating DAHS on a downward stroke and DITS on an upward stroke 
instead of a DOWNWARD motion for ALL elements of ALL characters. 


Rolling the hand side-ways instead of a straight DOWNWARD motione 


A tendency to keep the thumb off the key button resulting in 
SRRATIC sending through use of the fingers and norveso 


POOR SPACING between the elements of characters and between 
characters and groupse 


Characters split (causing them to sound like two characters) 
through IMPROP"R wrist action and motivation. 
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SUGGESTIONS DURING PRACTICE PERIODS. 


Be SURE that key is properly adjusted. 


Practice SLOWLY at first, gradually increasing your speed 

as your sending ability is developed. By attempting to 

send at a higher rate of speed than is reasonable, the result 
will be a loss of TIMING, RHYTHM and CONTROL, with generally 
POOR character formation and spacinge 


ALL of the sending tests given will be for a 3-minute period 
of time. Get in the habit of TIMING your sending practice 
occasionally for 3 minutes at the rate of speed that you are 
trying to pass. This will help develop a good sense of 
TIMING which is of prime importance as you progress through 
the HIGHER sending speeds. 


You will have no difficulty in your basic sending practice if 
you follow the exercises as they appear in this manual. Do 
not start on another exercise until you feel certain that you 
can send each character in the preceding exercise correctly. 
The basic drills and exercises go from “easy to hard" and 
should be followed in this sequence in order to develop 

good sending ability.
